In our declslon entitled the Clalm of Helen M. Drye (Cla1m No. CU-0807

by the Company were nationalized or otherwise taken by the Government of Cuba
on August 6 1960, and that this type of clalm is compensable to an Amer1can
national under the facts and conditions set forth thereln. We need not again
detail here the reasons or the method usedbin determinlng the value'per sharé'
of $34.
